concealed in the uative part of town. 
The other letter was from an army of­ 
ficer attached to 
headquarters, who 
toicrvl the opinion of all the higher m il­ 
itary authorities that Aguinaldo was cer­ 
tainly not in any of the outlying district s 
on the island of Luzon, for American 
troops had too thoroughly overrun the 
entire country for the rebel chief to es­ 
cape detection, especially as in every 
province then were enough enemies of 
Aguin ald o to I lave betrayed him to the 
soldiers had his presence made it possi­ 
ble. 
Other officer* recently returned from 
tbs Philippines confirm the impression 
that Aguinaldo would naturally seek 
safety in the Tngal quarter at Manila 
where he would probably find great­ 
er secretion than in any other place in 
the arch.p-Iago, especially a* it is not 
frequented by American troops or na­ 
tives who sympathize with American 
rule.

M o o r m a n Say* t h e W o rk la in 


a n A d v a n c e d S ta g e . 
Louisville, April 9.—General George 
Moorman, adjutant general of the United 
Confederate Veterans hies been here sev­ 
eral days conferring with the Louisville 
reunion committee in regard to the re­ 
union which is to commence on May 30, 
next. 
He spent two days looking over 
the work which has been accomplished 
and is assisting the committee by his ad­ 
vice aud experience in formulating plans 
for work which will occupy them between 
now aud the dare of reunion.

Despite the disposition 
of such journals as tho Washington 
Post to pooh-pooh this alarm, 
tho 
Chicago Chronicle raises a very im­ 
portant question. It is true that the 
tendency of modern industry is to 
retire workmen at a relatively early 
age and fill their places with young 
men. 
One great cause of this is the 
eon.-tant introduction of revolution- 
i7ing methods and machinery. When 
a man has worked at an industry 
forty years, he is not so alert in 
adapting himself to new machinery 
as is a young man. 
The inevitable 
tendency is to drop him out, and 
when once out it is doubly difficult 
for him to be employed, except at 
some more simple 
and 
lower-paid 
od u pat ion. 
This is 
one 
of 
the 
grandest 
I>hasea of a rapidly progressive in­ 
dustrial era, but the remedy is not 
lo stop tlic progress or to insist that 
laborers shall be retained after they 
have cessed to be useful. 
The real 
remedy is a system of Ixsuranee, tho 
payment of which shall be a part ot 
regular 
cost 
of 
production. 
It 
should begin when the employe com­ 
mences work, at whatever age, and 
when he reaches a certain point of 
"diminish! ’g returns,” or declining 
(Comic efliciency, say the age of 60, 
enable him to retire on at least 
three-quarter 
wages. 
This 
would 
eliminate all element of charity, dis­ 
pel the fear of humiliating depend­ 
ence in old age, and relievo the em­ 
ployers from the odium 
of 
heart­ 
lessly discharging aged and faithful 
laborers.

What was ouee a fine, smooth bottom 
farm has furrows washed in it and in 
aoine places rooks and gravel cover acres 
of the Mtriaee where there was once fer­ 
tile soil Some barns and houses were 
washed completely away, while others 
were only carried a short 
distance. 
Thousands of fish of every description 
were left on the laud by the receding 
waters. 
The governor has given Mr. McCall 
$500 out of the remainder of the Brazos 
fit xxi sufferers* fund to alleviate the dis­ 
tress of tile families who lost houso and 
home. 
The families of the victims of 
the powerhouse are nearly all in desti­ 
tute circumstances, and tho funeral ex­ 
penses will Isl defrayed out of the $500. 
The funerals of the men recovered 
from the powerhouse took place Monday. 
They were: 
Walter Blassman, Dick 
Morris, Alfred aud Waldo Johnson, 
Frank Pin got, Joe Newman and John 
Bois. 
The Issly of Frank Fits Re raid has not 
been recovered yet, and is the only ono 
left in the powerhouse. 
Definite steps have been taken in re­ 
gard to water aud lights. 
The city’s pumps are saved and while 
some of the electrical machinery is lost, 
the superintendent reports officially that 


ruined, fences gone and crops swept 
away.
